APPEAL TO MASON. 


Seda lia Vetera n Asked to Aid 
An Old Co mra de. 


STORY OF THE L A T E W A R 


Ma n Who Wa s Disho no ra bly Dis­ 
cha rged No w Wa nts His Disa ­ 
bilities Remo v ed. 


Col. W . H. Mason, a v eteran of 
the civ il war, who serv ed with dis­ 
tinction as a member of Co. “ D ,” 
Thirteenth Illinois cav alry , y ester­ 
day receiv ed a letter from Geo. D. 
Stinebaug h, a p ension ag ent at 
Ottawa, Kas., that broug ht v iv idly 
to mind a sensational incident that 
occurred during the “ late unp leas­ 
antness,” with which Col. Mason 
was indirectly connected, he being 
the non-commissioned oilicer who 
was in charg e of the p ost when 
the ev ent took p lace. 
Mr, Stinebaug h wants the aid 
of Col. Mason in hav ing the dis­ 
abilities of Elias Dav is remov ed 
and an honorable discharg e issued 
him by the g ov ernment. 
Dav is serv ed in the same reg i­ 
ment with Mason, but in Decem­ 
ber, 18 6 4, at Pine Bluff, A rk., the 
former had his head shav ed and 
was driv en out of camp , 
after 
hav ing been court martialed for 
alleg ed cowardice. 
Dav is, 
in his statement to be 
filed with the war dep artment, and 
which Col. Mason is asked to cor­ 
roborate, say s he was asleep one 
nig ht when the federa4j)ickets were 
fired on bv ^ bushwhackers. 
His 
• / 
comrades fled to a nearby thicket, 
but Dav is did not awake in time, 
and it was twenty minutes later 
before he joined his command. 
The nex t day he was arrested, 
tried bv court martial and dis- 
charg ed from the army . 
Dav is 
say s he was only 17 y ears old at the 
time, and was too badly scared to 
make a statement of the actual 
facts, or otherwise he would hav e 
been acquitted. 
His disg race, he say s, was the 
result of his 
hav ing v oted for 
another ap p licant for the cap taincy 
of the comp any , and the man who 
was elected had it in for him ev er 
afterward. 
Dav is say s he has children g row­ 
ing up now and he dislikes to tell 
them why it is that he does not 
affiliate with the G. A. R . 
He 
admits that he made a mistake in 
lay ing down and g oing to sleep , 
but thinks that as he was only 
17 
y ears 
old 
he 
was 
too 
harshly dealt with, and hence his 
defire to hav e his disabilities re­ 
mov ed by a sp ecial act of cong ress.

HUSDAND W AS KILLED, 


Life Lruiilied Out At Wilco x , Arizo na , 
La st N'o v eiiiber—Ca se 
Coiik s 
In Federa l Co nn. 


J. IT. Rodes, of Sedalia, and 
Judg e Owen T. Rouse, ex -judg e of 
the sup reme court of Arizona,hav e 
instituted suit in the ITiited States 
court at Tucson, Arizona, to re­ 
cov er for Mrs. John k). Dean, of 
this city , the sum of $25,000 from 
the Southern Pacific Railway Co., 
for the killing of her husband, who 
was emp loy ed as a brakeman on 
the road, Nov ember 13, 18 9 9 , at 
Wilcox , Arizona, while in the dis­ 
charg e of his duties. 
Mr. Dean, who was known to 
ev ery body in Sedalia as “ J a c k” 
Dean, was reared in Henry county , 
and for sev eral y ears ran as con­ 
ductor on the M., K. cv: T. out of 
this citv . 
An accident on the road 
in which he fig ured caused him to 
be let out, and lie soug ht emp loy ­ 
ment on the Southern Pacific as a 
brakeman. 
On the 13th day ' of Nov ember 
last Brakeman Dean was assisting 
in loading a number of cattle into 
cars of the train 011 which he was 
emp loy ed, when 
lie 
was caug ht 
between a car of unusual width 
and the p rojecting cattle chute and 
crushed to death. 
Besides the widow, NIr. Dean 
left three minor children 
and a 
daug hter who has 
attained her 
majority , and who is now emp loy ­ 
ed as a stenog rap her in tiie oiffce 
of the Donnohue Inv estment Co. 
In Missouri, the law p rohibits 
the recov ery of more than $5.000 
for the killing of a railway em­ 
p loy e, altiioug h 
if only crip p led 
suit may be broug ht in a much 
larg er sum. 
In Arizona, howev er, there is no 
limit to the amount a widow or 
child may sue for for the killing of 
a husband or father, and those 
best informed reg arding the Dean 
case believ e that Mr. Rodes and 
his associate counsel will g et judg ­ 
ment for a g ood round sum. 
The case will likely come up for 
trial at Tucson nex t Aug ust or Sep ­ 
tember.

Provisions of a Measure Presented By 
Jones, of Arkansas. 


WASHiXiiTON. 1 ) . L'., May 15. 
— Senator Jones, of Arkansas, yes­ 
terday introduced a bill to prevent 
and punish blacklisting by railroad 
companies, sleeping car companies, 
express companies, steamboat com­ 
panies, 
telegraph 
and telephone 
engaged 
in 
interstate commerce 
and also to jirovide a civil remedy 
in damages for blacklisting. 
It is 
a very lengthy measure and goes 
into the subject of blacklisting and 
provides methods of obtaining in­ 
formation 
concerning 
the 
same. 
Corporations are directed to keep 
a record of employes, and every 
employe 
is 
entitled 
to 
see 
his 
record. 
The bill prohibits black­ 
listing for participation in a strike 
or labor trouble. 
Officials or em­ 
ployes of a corporation convicted 
of blacklisting any person are to 
be punished by imprisonment not 
less than two nor more than ten 
years.

and the young American ran to the 
railroad and caught a northbound 
train and crossed the line into the 
United States Saturday night. 
H ow ard said while he was locked 
up he had nothing to sleep on but 
the floor, that the cell in which he 
had been confined was like a tomb, 
with no light or ventilation save a 
little aperture in the cell door.

R a ilroa d 
Are 
C onnected w ith th e Great 
Prog ress of R ussia . 
In the awakening throughout Rus­ 
sia some v ery remarkable men have 
come to the front. 
One of them has 
a history which reads like a romance. 
H e was born in 18 5 9 and was of the 
peasant class. To-day he is* in all re­ 
spects nex t to the czar himself in p ow­ 
er; in many resp ects greater than the 
czar. 
This y oung p easant had a p o­ 
sition in the railway service. He gave 
bis thoug ht to the great p roblems of 
^transportation which he saw would 
come up in the develop ment of his 
country . 
T he war with 
Bulgaria 
broke out and the getting of

iroops to the front was the all-imp or­ 
ta n t p roblem.

broke upon bis judges that his genius 
had saved the czars troop s from de­ 
struction.

•recog nized and he was made a director 
Imp erial railway . 
Then step 
by step he became the minister w h o 
'. has 
not 
only 
reformed 
Russia s 
; finances so that they command the re- 
aspect and the confidence of the worid, 
but has 
made 
p ossible 
the 
vast 
schem es 
of 
railway 
construction 
¿ which are one of the marvels of the 
closing century . 
The p easant boy 's 
inam e was Sergius Witte. 
H e is.now 
the great M. de Witte, with the title 
of count and the admiration of the 
world. 
liven more imp ortant than the rail­ 
road develop ment which M. de Witte 
.has aided in Russia is his comp lete 
reform of the financial sy stems of the 
country . With a revenue of consider­ 
a bly ov er a billion dollars, a y ear. Rus­ 
sia was falling behind several millions 
annually with nothing sp ecially to 
show for it. 
No better indication of 
the, cha ng e could be found than the 
^ fa cc that American hankers recently 
loaned to the Russian government the 
ex traordinary sum of $25 ,000,000. 
% 
This, thoug h a fine sign of confidence, 
was at the same time a good stroke of 
business on the p art of Americans, for 
its Russia is p urchasing about a mil­ 
lion dollars’ worth ox A merican man- 
ufacturesev ery month the money will, 
after all, be kep t near home. 
The working man of Russia's rail­ 
w a y dev elopment is Prince Hilkoff, 
who took the regular course in p rac­ 
tical railroading, and who 
traveled 
around the world study ing all sides of 
the transportation question 
before 
becoming the p ractical head of Rus­ 
sia’s railway sy stem. A nd it is be who 
ex pects this y ear to make a trip around 
the world in 40 day s, going by way of 
th e route he has built across Siberia. 
These men are strong in ex p erience, 
and they have brought a new element 
of s t r e n g t h to the p ower of Russia by 
rig id integrity in official work. Their 
ex amp les will naturally be followed 
iby m any strong men in Russia, and 
the develop ment will doubtless be fol-

S ta g e S ta rs Should K now H ow to Turn 


a P retty L ittle Speech. 
“ An actor who is not also an orator 
is at a great disadvantage in these 
day s of curtain sp eeches,” said a vis- j 
iting theatrical manager. “Just what | 
constitutes histrionic art is a ruling I 
question, but it doesn't necessarily 
include a talent for oratory . 
In fact, 
I'm inclined* to believe that acting 
really has a tendency to unfit a man 
for p ublic sp eaking, because he learns 
to rely ex clusively up on words that 
are p ut into his mouth and confines 
himself to giving ex p ression and vi­ 
tality to thoughts that are not his ! 
own. 
The consequence is that he is 
more than ap t t o go to p ieces when be 
step s before the curtain, faces an ex ­ 
p ectant and critical audience and un­ 
dertakes to say something graceful 
and witty ‘out of his head/ 
And no 
m atter how finished his art may he, 
he is certain to drop grievously in 
p ublic estimation if these few words 
of his indicate p overty of thought or 
diction. 
His disap p ointed listeners 
will set him down contemp tuously 
as a mere ‘p arrot mummer.’ The idol 
will be shattered. 
“ The old-time actor was nearly al­ 
way s a cap able sp eaker,” continued 
the manager, “ but that was because 
he was a student as well as a p lay er. 
He ‘sup p ed with Plato and dined with 
Plutarch,’ and sp oke well because he 
read well. 
Garrick was a 
finished 
sp eaker. 
When called up on he al­ 
way s had something striking io say , 
and Garrick was a man of refined and 
scholarly tastes. 
E dm und Kean was 
also a ready sp eaker. 
It hap p ened 
often in his starring career that de­ 
liberate attemp ts were made to inter­ 
rup t his p erformances, and on such 
occasions he invariably p ut ihe en­ 
emy to rout 
by word 
of mouth. 
Charles Matthews and the ill-starred 
George Frederick Cook were graceful 
and eiegant sp eakers, and were never 
ai a loss to address their audiences 
in resp onse to a curtain call. 
But 
these men, as 1 said before, were stu­ 
dents. 
They occasionally indulged 
in the lux ury of cerebration. 
T he 
trouble with the majority of our mod­ 
ern actors is that they never read any ­ 
thing ex cep t their p ress notices, and 
liking ma- 
1 solute standstill.

N ew Mode of E x ecution to Be Adopted 
in J apaia- 
The Jap anese government is striv­ 
ing to discover a new an 
i more mod­ 
ern mode for the ex ecution of its con­ 
demned criminals. 
It has laid aside 
the idea of ex ecution by electricity 
as it is now p racticed in America, and 
is considering an entirely new’ and 
imp roved method of etecu£ ion. 
It 
is quick, p ainless, quiet and p eaceful. 
The Jap anese consider it even far 
better than the most modern mode, 
that of electricity , inasmuch as 
it 
does not harm the ap p earance of the 
body in the least, whereas electricity 
when not ap p lied to 
ex actly 
the 
p rop er degree scorches, burns and 
shrivels the skin of the victim. 
The “death” or “vacuum” cham­ 
ber, as it is to be known, is to be an 
airtight cell. 
It is to be eight feet 
in height, ten feet wide and ten feet 
long. The four sides are to have each 
an airtight window of three-quarter J 
inch p late glass, so that the op erators, 
p rison and other officials may have an 
op p ortunity to witness the ex ecution

*■ 
and determine the results. 
The cell will be connected with an | 
air p ump which will have a p ower j 
of causing the ex p ulsion of the air in 
the cell in one minute and 40 
sec­ 
onds, thus acting so quickly as not to 
allow the victim to become suffocated 
or distressed in even the slightest de­ 
gree, but instead causing almost in­ 
stant death. 
In fact, it was shown 
when the ex p eriment was tried up on [ 
a large St. Bernard dog that the ani­ 
mal was dead 1^ minutes after the 
vacuum was comp leted. 
The ex p erts before whom the ex ­ 
p eriment was tried were not 
only 
marvelously p leased and surp rised 
by the ex cellent success, but were so 
p ositive while the vacuum continued, 
from the p eaceful and lifelike ap p ear­ 
ance of the dog, that he was still alive, 
that they would not allow the vacuum 
to he discontinued for 30 minutes. 
When on ex amination of the St. Ber­ 
nard they found that it was dead 
minutes after the vacuum was com­ 
p leted, they p ronounced the method 
“a revolution in the mode of ex ecu­ 
tion,” and declared that it was far 
better than electricity , which causes 
a stiffening of the muscles 
and a 


frightful* ap p earance of the face and 
eves. 
The method to be p ursued in the 
ex ecution of criminals by this cham­ 
ber, should it be adop ted, will be as 
follows: 
The condemned will he 
strip p ed, so that the air which might 
become lodged in and between the 
folds of the garments, will not be able 
to cause anv hitch in the ex ecution. 
The condemned will be p laced in a p o­ 
sition on the flat of the back, at full 
length, and with the hands clasp ed 
above the head, so as to allow full ex ­ 
p ansion and contraction of the chest. 
This is done so that when the va­ 
cuum is forming the air in the body , 
being ex p elled by the contraction of 
the chest, will be instantly drawn out 
of the chamber by the air p ump , and 
then, there being 110 air in the chairs 
her to rep lace that ex haled, death will 
ensue.— Boston Herald.
